FIELD-MARSHAL SIR HENRY WILSON 
ASSASSINATED. , 


The Work of Irish Extremists. 
A SENSATIONAL MURDER.

London, June 22. 
Field-Marshal Sir Heory Wilson has Seen shot dead outside 
bis’ London residence. 
Two arrests have been made. 


Conflicting Accounts. 

Sir. Henry was shot shortly after onveiling a wart momarial to 
the Great Eastero Railway employees at ‘Liverpoal Street Station. 
He drove up in a taxi-cab to his residence, in Estoa Place, at 2.40 in 

. the afteracon. . . 

There are coatlicting accounts of the tragedy. Some say that 
the assassins forced their way ioto the house after a fight with the 
police who were. recently assigned to watch the Field- Sfarsbal, 
whilst others say that two men opened fire immediately Sir Heary 
bad alighted from the taxi-cab, but that be ducked, the shots missing 
him. He tespt up the steps and tried to opan the door with hie 
latchkey. A third shot hit bim in the head and he fell into the road- 
way in a pool of blood. Tha police. on bearing the shots, rushed up 
and a running fight ensued, in which four constables were shot, two 
seriously. Two arrests were made. The name of the two mes 
arrested are Connolly and O’Brien. 


. A Thrilling Parsuit. » . 

Eaton Place was under repair at the time of the tragedy bat the 
workmen's accounts of the actual tragedy are mos: contradictory. 
But they, and other eve- witnesses give graphic stories ofthe pursuit. 
Tt appears that when Sir Henry Wilson fell, the murderers tried to 
seize a motor car standing on the corner, but in this they ware 
frustrated and fled on foot, walking rapidly in the centre of the toad- 
way, firing at 8 crowd of two hundred pursuers headed by ten police- 
men. Toe morderers fired on the crowd, wounding «civilian, in 
addition to two constables. The murderers were rounded up in 
Ebary Street and captured after a desparate strezgle, in which the 
police used their truncheons. One rufian, taking aim with a ravol- 
ver, was disarmed with a blow oa the wrist by a skilfully thrown 
truncheon. The infuriated crowd closed in and the police had the 
Ereatest difficulty is preventiz.g the murderers from being beaten to 
death. . 

The murderers sre officially desrtibed as bring 24 years of age 
One, a big burly man, was badly 
hurt in the struggle and the other was slightly timping. 


Dismay in the Commons. . 

The news of the tragedy caused the greates: stir and dismay in 
the House ofCommons. Me. Lloyd George was so absorbed that he 
failed to answer 2 question regarcing boaours to mambers. There 
was momentary irritation, but Mr. Asquith crossed to the Treasury 
Bench and earnestly discussed the matter with Mr. Lloyd George, 
Mr. Winston Charchill and Mr. Chambarlain while busiaess halted. 
Then, Mr. Asquith rose and emationally descridad, the tidings as of 
the most dreadful character and the marder of a gallant soldier— 
oneof the Great War Generals—who bad bacome a highly esteemed 
member ofthe HouseofCommons. . = 

Me. Cnambertain, replying to Mr. Asquith’s. request for in- 
formation, gave what was available and proceeded to pay a tribute 
tothe Inte Fiel!-Marshal's service. He concluded by moving the 
adjournment of the House. precedents notwithstanding, a3 4 mark 
of profound respect. .

“Untess drastic 
means are taken at once to save 
them, the railroads of China will 
be totally bankrupt.’ There is an 
enermous expenditure at present 
ac:) practically no income. Ex- 
pe-sea mnat be cut and the rail- 
teada must be cleared of th. 
miliary” 

The new minister speaks with 
qarneatness and he bas eetued 
down ta what he himasi! terms 
“the hot water.” He lives ad the 
Ministry and he starts work about 
seven a.m. The presant inter- 
view war st 7 alhough the 
minister had originally suggested

their dasks at eight and failure to 
obaarve this rale means diamiesal 
Small, wiry, and energetic, speak-

His arrival in the Ministry is 
typical.

There is 
reason to believe that force of 
logic, not of arms, will nullify the 
efforts of this mischief-maker. 


Foreign “Post-Offices. 


For a number of years Sir 
Walter de Frece bas been well 
known in thea‘rical circles, and 
in particular as the husband of 
the lady so lonz popular in 
vaudeville as Vesta Tiller. 
Nobody suspected bim of political 
ambitions. Perhaps it was the 
knigkthood that gave bis thougbts 
e-serious turn, and, with Lady 
Tilley exbibiting her aptitude as 
election-agent Sir Walter “got 
in.” As legislator be has shown 
considerablezeal—in fact, his zeal 
appears to outrun his kuowledge. 
In the Commons on Wednesday he 
declared that epsn “bad 
already withdrawn most of ber 
post-offces from Caina,”” and 
suggested that. the British 
Government should imitate this 
example. Inthe evacuation of 
Shantung and the contemplated 
withdrawal of the garrison from 
Hankow, the Japanese Govern- 
ment has given evidence of good 
faith in relation to the Wasbing- 
ton agreements. These do not 
call forthe withdrawal of post- 
offices before’ next -year, ‘snd 
we have not heard of any 
power anticipating the date. Mr. 
Harmsworth’s statement that the 
British Government is prepariag 
to evacuate in January shows 
however, that another instalment 
of the Washington decisions is 
likely to become operative inthe 
early future.

The work of Mr. BR. G. Wells 
aa navalist, which after all is his 
most spccessful role fnat for- 
getting the cordial reception.of 
“The Outline of Historyk has 
been rather broken into of recent 
yeara by his miscellaneous 
activities, As the author of 
yolumes upon a new social 
system and others dealiny with 
the scientific aspect. of the 
universe Mr. Wells commanis 
many readers; but it is as the 
creator of Kipps and the au:hor 
of “Love and Mr. Lewisham.” 
“The New Machiavelli,” or “Mr. 
Britling Seea It Through” tha: 
“#HLG.” ia most popular. In his 
works of fiction he bas given 
expression in the most accept- 
able form to the social and 
scientific theories adumbrated in 
his other works.

Whereupon the doctorcourteously 
implies that he is a psychologist.

trifling with drugs, which shows 
him to be an acknowledgeable
